In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed May 11, 2005, please enter 
the following response. This response is accompanied by a Petition for Extension of 
Time. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement of May 1 1 , 2005, Applicants elect 
Group I, claims 1-28 with traverse. Applicants further elect species C, the embodiment 
of the invention as shown in Figure 6. The claims readable upon species C are: 1-3, 9- 
16, 22-27, and 29-33. The generic claims are 1,2, 12, and 13. It is our understanding 
that if no rejection can be made of the elected species, the generic claims and all claims 
dependent thereon will be examined. 

The Restriction Requirement identifies two groups: Group 1, claims 1-28, drawn 
to mannequin joints; and Group 2, claims 29-34 drawn to methods of assembly of joints. 
The Restriction Requirement argues that the method of claim 29 can be used to make a 
different mannequin joint from that of claim 1 and that the mannequin joint of claim 1 
can be made by a process different than that described in claim 29. Applicants 
respectfully submit that the differences identified are not so large as to impose an undue 
burden upon the Office.
